BATMAN'S HOT-LINE 


Dear Editor: 
tman always was and always will be a detective 
at heart. Costumed crooks and alien monsters and 
“camp” dialogue suited him like a strait-jacket. I pa- 
iently waited for the time when the Caped Crusader 
would forget about the teen scene and go back to the 
cops-and-robbers sequence, so rarely used in today's 
super-powered, mad-dictatorshipped, over-dramatized 
comics world. 

Then, lo and behold, Detective 366—and from the 
cover 1 knew something had changed. Gone was the 
ugly "starring Batman and Robin" Le Gone were 
boastful, сатру blurbs. In its stead eerie scene 
with its overtone of black smacked of a good old de- 
tective story, one in which I could ` my wits against 
those of the writer. I was not let . The tale vir- 
tually reeked of. mystery, and Infantino's pencils 
coupled with thick and Greene inks merely added 


to the mood. Batman’s "will" was definitely a challenge,’ 


one deliberately posed for the reader to think 
in time for the following month's installment. 

When that time came, I still couldn't figure it out. 
1 caught the “round-robin” clue, but didn't know what 
to do with it. Then came issue 367, which succeeded 
ultimately in bringing a magnificent story to its logical 
conclusion. Batman and Robin earned whatever gains 
they made, instead of having them heaped on them 
by a gracious camp plot. Robin truly scaled a wall 
instead of defying gravity and "walking it". 

The author of the story left hardly a clue as to his 
own identity, as far as Í could tell. Usually the title 
will hint of Fox's compound humor or Broome's seri- 
ousness. But, after considering both installments, I 
must pin the medal on Broome. For one, there were 
no puns, which is Fox's forte. For two, the reader 
was asked to figure out the will, which is clearly а 
Broome characteristic. For three, and in conclusion, 
the "Hi...there...Brucie" of the awakening Robin 
on page 9 of the second sounded remarkably 
like Pieface's awakening "Hellooo Dere" in Green 
Lantern 47, written by Broome. 

There seemed to be one inconsistency in the story, 
which hardly marred the enjoyment, but still 506 
out. The way 1 saw it, each of the foursome to be 
revenged upon was to be killed by the other, and each 
killer would die only after he had doomed the next 
in line. What I mean is, Commissioner Gordon would 
die via poison dart through Bruce Wayne, but he 
wouldn't die until an hour later, giving him sufficient 
time to doom Robler. However, in the case of Fred 
Tinney, had he picked up the receiver he would have 
died INSTANTLY, not giving him time to kill Bruce 
Wayne. It was mentioned that he wouldn't have died 
if he had "been tagged to carry on the round-robin 
killings", but this is inconsistent to the other round- 
robin murders. Each of the others didn't rely on out- 
side intervention to save the next-to-be-killer, so why 


did Tinney?

The first issue of Detective Comics with DC's goo- 
goo checks (no typing. mistake. just an insult) removed 
was indeed a treat. “The Round-Robin Death Threats” 
had the high quy oi mystery. action, and art to 
make it about the best Batman story since the New 
Look began. 

The disanpearance of the camp approach enriched 
the story. SOU, 1 wonder if this is go business? Many 
of the buyers of Detective Comics are children who 
watch Batman on TV and pick a comic magazine 
featuring Batman when they buy comics. When those 
of them who can read see an issue like the August 
Detective, they leara that the Batman of the. comics 
is not the same clown they see on TV. Some of these 
get to like the serious Butman, but others may be dis- 
appointed with the magazine Batman and decide not 
to GA a Batman comic again, staying with only the 
ТУ show. Thus. you're taking a big risk. However, 
if you are willing to take the chances, I am content 
to enjoy the high quality magazine Batman. 

For the first time in quite a while, you are carry- 
ing a continued Batman story. When most two-issue 
stories are printed, the story begins in one issue of 
a mag and carried over into the next issue of the same 
mag. Unlike most super-heroes nowadays, however, 
Batman has a strip belonging кичу to im in more 
than just one mag. He has strips which are exclusive- 
ly his in both Batman and Detective comics. So vnd 
do you cling to the custom of carrying the final half 
of a two-part story іп the same title as the precedin 
one?
